References Kanber (5.312.765) and Ahn et al (US 6.586.835 BP do not teach 
either in singularity or combination of the following claimed inventions: 

❖ an insulating substrate having a first surface and a second surface on an 

opposite side of the first surface; 
♦> a first built-up structure formed on the first surface of the insulating substrate and 

comprising a conductor circuit and an interlaminar insulating layer ;

❖ a second built-up structure formed on the second surface of the insulating 
substrate and comprising a conductor circuit and an interlaminar insulating layer; 
a solder resist layer formed as an outermost layer over the first built-up structure; 

❖ an optical element mounted over the solder resist layer; and an optical path for 
transmitting optical signal to or from the optical element and penetrating through 
the insulating substrate, first built-up structure, second built-up structure and 
solder resist layerv
